6 over Donati et al (EP 1 046 395 A1) in view of Ono et ai (EP 0 507 160 A1) and further in view of Yamazaki et al (JP 0 614 5049 A), 
applicant argues that a combination of magnesium hydroxide aluminum hydroxide and aluminum compound is not taught. Examiner 
maintains the rejection because Donati et al in view of Ono et al teach aluminum compound as a crosslinking agent, while Yamazaki et al 
teach magnesium hydroxide aluminum hydroxide as a crosslinking agent. Therefore, a composition of Donati et al in view of Ono et al 
and further in view of Yamazaki et al has a combination of aluminum compound and magnesium hydroxide aluminum hydroxide as a 
crosslinking component.
